The woman has been para- 
lyzed nearly two years, and was literally 
starved to death if not poisoned ah»o by 
the husband, who used to look her up in 
the house whole days without food during 
his absence in baveriiB,,Biid v^dthout a sor- 
vaut to attend lior. Even charitable neigh- 
bora wero prevented by his brutality from 
ministering to her wants. One of his own 
sisteni is tho hardest witness against him. 
Tho body of the decoasod presents a 
frightful spectacle, hardly niiiro than akin 
ami bone. It ia covered with bod sores 
and vermin, and worms had actually cotn- 
nienced to devour it during life. It is 
doubtful whether tho poor victim or tho 
bed linen had been once washed or oliang- 
ed since sho was stricken down. The only 
food stiiiplied her by tho brute and that 
ill veiy Hiiiall iiHRiitities, seems to have 
been cold potAtooa with iu> occasional 
piece of bread. Some witnesses had oc- 
casionally spoken to her through tho win- 
dow at the back of the house, but none 
had courage enough to report tho case to 
tlie authorities as Villancourt has the 
reputation of being a violent and vin- 
dictive man, and , even; since hia. 
wife's death has threatened the life 
of any one who interfered or notified the 
coroner. Tho pariah priest, not frighten- 
ed by Ihese tlireats, gave tho notification.

Ho has tile astuteness necessary 
to deal satisfactorily with foreign dip- 
lomatists, and may bo depended upon to 
contend strenuously for the advantage of 
Canada. In short, concludes our contem- 
porary. Sir John Miicdoiiald will prove a 
colleague of ability, knowledge and diplo 
niatic tact in every way worthy of Mr. 
Chamberlain, who had a right to expect 
the most efiicieut support that could be 
obtained, 

Iir the winding up of the affairs of the 
defunct Maritime Bank a novel constitu- 
tional point was raised. 'The' Dominion 
law provides for a double liability on the 
part of baj^k shareholders, li also lays 
down a plan of legal procedure under 
which this liability shall be enforced. It 
was not denied that the double liability 
■was legally required; but when legal 
measures were taken to enforce it, it was 
claimed that, as the provinces have the 
right undor the British North America 
Act to tlx the legal procedure in civil 
cases, the section of the Dominion Act 
furnishing the procedure for the recovery 
of the moneiy were invalid. In other 
words' the creditors were! informed that 
they were eiititled to the ,money the 
double liability would provide; but there 
. was no legal method by whipti they could 
recover it. The court failed to appre- 
ciate tlie point, and the liability was or- 
dered to take ert'oct. There can bo little 
doubt that the division of jurisdiction be- 
tween the Dominion and the jiroviiioos 
vim not carefully made, or such a consti- 
tutional questioh'as this, could not have 
arisen. 



The anaouncement that the Trafalgar, 
.^liich has just been launched in England, 
will probably be the last of the great iron- 
dads, conies just as the success of the 
pneumatic dynamite gun has been estab- 
lished, iinil there is, no chiubt, a close con- 
nection liiitwei'u llin two facts. Tlio Tra- 
falgar lia.4 armour from fourteen to twen- 
ty-four iiichea thick, and is the most pow- 
erful of the turret and barbette shijiB pro 
jectod by the Admiralty in 1885. Her 
cost is in the neighborhood of §5,000,000. 
It would seem, however, that even such 
a leviathan would have little - chance of 
surviving a shot from one of Lieutenant 
Zalinski's dynamite guns, and no one can 
tell yet what will be tho ultimate limit of 
the destnictivenosH of tho latter. This 
■\veapon, the torpedo boat and tho aub- 
marino cruiser appear to have ended tliP

. MANITOBA'S POPULATION. 

The dopavtniont of agriculturo have 
juat issued the roturna of the Manitoba 
census, which gives the populalioii nf the 
prairie province on .J uly [Mai, 1880, as 
108,640, of whom 59,501 wore males and 
49,046 females, and 2<),238 residod in 
Winnipeg. Presbyterians were tho most 
numerous of religious denominatioiiB, 
numbering 28,400, tho Church of England 
ranking next with 23,200 adliorents, then 
the Methodists with 18,(i!7, and thou the 
Roman Catholis with 1'1,()5L More than 
one-half the population are returned as 
of British extraction, namely 25,',)1!) En- 
glish, 25,070 Scotch Hiid 21,180 Irish. 
There are 11,082 Gerniana, 0,821 French, 
7,985 half-breeds, mostly French, 5,575 
Indians and 2,408 Icelanders in the 
province, Manitoba can, indeed, claim 
to have the most mixed population 
in proportion to its numaer of any com 
munity in the world, for in addition tu 
the nationalities onunicratod there are 
Africans, Chinese, Dutch, Italians, .Icwm, 
Russians, Scaiidiiiaviaii.s, Spaniards, .Su ia.s 
and Welsh within its liordors. Nearly 
throe-fourths of tliu p'lpulation, liow- 
ovor, wore born in Canada, namely. 70,- 
968. The agricultural class is, of course, 
the most numerous, 22,882, tho industrial 
class embracing .-.3,716, tho commercial 
3,319; the domestic 2,224, and the pro- 
fessional 1,858. There are no fewer tlian 
96 lawyers in Winnipeg, or one for every 
200 of the population. - 



"MORAL COWARDS." 

Last evening's 'J imc.-< conUiined an arti- 
cle headed "Moral. Cowards," bringing t 
task the school trustees for privately in- 
(luiring into matters of disi>ute between 
teachers or teacher and pupil. There can 
bo little question ^that the discipline of 
tlie acliools would be seriously interfered 
with were every matter CI the nature 
terred to above einiuireil into in oiien 
board, and pbiceil bclnre the .sehi.lai 
through the medium of the [ne.s.s. The 
tact that Mr. Wilson broke tluough all 
sense of deconiiii and called tho board 
names for acting as they thought be.Ml in 
the matter has no weight whatever. 1 1 
is well known that his favorite ])osition 
im any subject is to "object" again.st 
whatever course that may bo ultimately 
taken, no matter what his views may have 
lireviously been. During tho progress of 
the recent school case in tho police court, 
lie was among the number of chronic 
•^rumblera wlio took exception to it being 
investigated in court, fearing tho uvil ef- 
;'ects on the luiiuLs of the .seholar.s, anil 
liiiiking it was tlie bii.vrd of triLstee.s who 
had forced the question into eoiirt. But 
on Tuesday evening the board decided to 
investigate in committee other coni- 
|)laints, and lo, they are called moral 
cowards for not allowing tliem to become 
public property. We aro not at all 
favorable towards "secret sessions, "where 
iiueationa of jcublic import are to bo 
decided, and will always insist upon their 
being open, but in a case of the 
kind to which the Tiiiii:i has t.-ikeii excep- 
tion, and which, if made jiiiblie in (h tail, 
would probably lessen thr ciitn.] of 
teachers over pupils, We t li iiilc tlie board 
([uito jnstitied in their action. The pres- 
ent trustees aro men i/f .sullieieiit judg- 
ment to render a fair verdict on those 
things which are *or the good government 
of the sceonls. Tliey need not at all fe 
aggrieved at being called "moral cow- 
ards," and the public can readily distin- 
guish who is the coward — the man -who 
sticks to his prhiciplea week in and week 
out, or the individual who changes his 
views or principles (if ho lias any) every 
ilay or week to suit the emergency of the 
case. 



LORD AILBSBURY'S DISGRACE. 

The groat sensation of social and spoTt- 
iiig circles is tlio disgrace of the Marquis 
of Ailosbury. He is a representative of 
ono of the must ancient and prominent 
fnmilies of England. Before doming' in to 
his title he had married lin actreiM. The 
St. James Gazette says: "This disgrace is 
worse than death. It says that when the 
committee of the Jockey Club, a body of 
gentlemen to whom all gontlotnen in the 
country have intrusted the task of con 
denining or acquitting alleged offenders 
against the sporting code of honor has 
warned a man oft' Newmarket heath for 
life, it haa sentenced liim to lasting degra- 
dation. His spurs are checked oil' and his 
ahield reversed. No man of Itonor will fool 
free to associato with him again. Even a 
mere raerconary ndvonturer will despise a 
superior who has sunk to his level. Tho 
law itself cannot condemn a man to such 
a punishment. It may shut him up for 
life, but then it also shuts liim away be- 
yond the reach of society. At tho end of 
a term of iininisoninent he may find pity- 
ing friends and the world may think as a 
penalty lias been paid an atouoniont has 
been nmde, but a warning off Newmarket 
heath means a daily suffering of contempt. 
The black sheep is made to feel constjintly 
what he is. - The clubs will turn him out 
or refuse to admit him at the card table or 
in tito hunting field. Ho will be made to 
understand that he ' is' one 'with whom 
other men will liave no dealings," 

The conservative Tiiiien makes the 
i;reatest stir by ita saying that it is dis- 
graceful that such a man should be per- 
mitted to ait in the House of Poera and 
declares that such catfes give a l>asiH 
for the refcn-m of tho House of Lonls. In 
speaking of the Jockey Club decision it 
says: "They have decided against Lord 
Ailosbury and his trainer, and the best 
tlmt can be said for the former is that ho 
is very young. He was bom in.l863, and 
is therefore only 24 years of age, but somo 
time before he succeeded his gmndfathor, 
not cpiite a year ago, the name of 
N'iseoiuit .Saberiiako had come before tho 
public in no very pleasant way. W« do 
not eare to go into scandals of any man's 
private life, and we may dismis.s this part 
of the subject with the remark that the 
career of N'iseoi.int Saberiiake has iiad a 
fitting is.sue ii» the cjireer of tho fourth 
Marquis of Ailesbury, The scandal of 
this last exposure is the crown of that 
career, and it is x>ainful indeed to any 
who regard tho English aristocracy as still 
able to do the public services commensu- 
rate with their privileges. 

"Among many coiwidorations which this 
unpleasant method suggests, one or two 
are of iiiiiiortaiiee. The first is that all 
.such eases - they are fortunately not 
numerous -in which a peer is iiivolveii 
l)i iii'4.'( us nearer to the highly necessary 
refcniii of the House of Lords. It is scan- 
dalous that n man like the Marquis of 
Ailesbury should have by right of birth 
alone the jiowor of voting for or against 
every single bill that any government or 
opposition may propose, and that his vote 
should have the same value as that of 
Lord Salisl.'Uiy or Lord riranville. Wu 
doubt not that when the ijuestion next 
.■irises, as it will very shortly, this case 
will be used as a powerful argument for 
reform."

ed raid against Sexton. Horo at last is 
some little sign that pubhc fooling is bo 
ginning to turn against the reign of ter 
rorism.

Kvan tho de- 
votooa of faaliion and tlio Koasoiiod Bohe- 
mians wuro, however, often uiiablo to .suij- 
preas smiles that tho play-wriglit and tlio 
actors never, intopdcd to evoke; and as 
eurly as tlr?ij«oso;to£;^ num 
ber of ladies 16ft tlie tHeatre. Now Tork 
era Boldoiii oxpvosa khoir diaapproval of i 
play loudly, but tlu^ .silent melting away 
of an audience iH coldly crushing, tlniugh 
jjorfoctly polito. 

Tho novtl on which tlii.s play i.s found 
od has boon widely read by a certain class 
who revel in pruriency, and who wore as- 
sured by tho cftblo corroapondonts of tho 
daily paporK that the book contiiined 
copiou-s supjily of that niiituriiv'.. 'V\wy bad 
no reason to be di.s.-ippointed, for its ]iagoa 
are almost an ine.xhaustiljle \voll-H[iriiig of 
morbid and illicit pasHit)ns. Vicious, c<jar.-<e 
and vulgar as the book is, it is not with- 
out a certain amount of i levorno.ss- a 
cleverness which makes it the more dan- 
j<erou3. There is no such danger in tho 
dramatization. All the worat ■qualities ^re 
heightened, and the cleverness has been 
lost in tho playwri{.jiit'.s clumsy uiiinipula- 
tion of charactei-s, ini;i(lents and dialogue. 

Brieliy told, the story is tluil of a wo- 
man wlio is digniiiud by the lillo of an 
"adventuress" who, aftur having been 
least twice married and divorced, marks 
down a fresh victiiri; arid with tho ai4 of 
an accomplice and a lover succeeds. Her 
triumph is sliort-livod; her Imsband d' 
covors her true eliaracler, and lal 
poison. In book and play this end i.s 
ujionsistont with her nature. The "i 
venturess," /.iwiii /'.•.s7«nv/, is the ty(io of 
woman wlio would have sunk far lower 
bi-fore she ended a life to which the lux- 
ury of dress, eliam[iagne and cigarettes 
was still pcjssiblo. 

It is singula!' that Mis. Lau'^iry shoukl 
have made so great a mistake. Possibly 
she was misled by the reports nf tlie .sue- 
cess of tho play in l.imilun, ulieru the 
version must be very ditl'ereut. l'rol)ably, 
too, her quarrel with Mr. Coghlau left her 
unprepared for the beginning of the .sea- 
son, which sho f^ilt alio shoidd open with 
a now ])ieco. iSlie'wil! best show her wis- 
dom by withdrawing it as soon as possible. 

JMra" Langtry has made ileeided aih aiiet! 
in hor acting, whieli has gained in ease, 
breadth and power. She is still, huwever, 
far from being a trageilian, ami smue pas- 
Biiges in "As in a fLooking (Ilass" called 
for tragic power. But in tho comedy 
.scenes, and sonio occasional touches of 
pathos, she did remarkably well.

— 'I'he Star to- 
night s.ays; "Secretary Bayard is having 
great diiliculty in finding suitable men 
who are willing to servo on the proposed 
Fislioi'ics Commission that it is his desire 
to a]ipniiit t.) consult, with the British 
Oomniission. It is imdcrslood that lie 
|)ropiisi's llint lliis rniiiuii.-^siiui shall con- 
sider the four cpK^st i.Mis now p esent ing 
themselves , as bet ween the i niteii St,ates 
and Canada. : — 'riie .\llautic tisle'rics, the 
.Maskasoal tialieries, the Al,isk,a bouiulary 
dispute and tho (|uestion of t'omnieicial 
IvecipnK'ity, or Free Trade, hctwoeii t'an- 
ad,-iand the L'nited States, asadvocateil by 
Ivepresentativu 1 Intterwortli. Mo expects 
to accomplish a gre.-it work in these mat- 
ters and let it st.and as the feature of his 
admiiiiatratioi: of tho State Dcpjirtment. 
It is dillicull to got any one of prominent 
ability to go on tho commission, however, 
becauso there is nothing in the posit ion 
that pioniiaes anything but severe criti- 
cism, Tlioy will not have any direct pow- 
er .and it is altof;ether probable that Con- 
■.;ress will repiidi,ate .anything that thoy 
do, organized, as they will bo, in direct 
viol.ition of the oxiire.sacd whshes of the 
last Ctuigreas, which by its action, dod.ar- 
ed that no treaty was wanted and author- 
ized retaliatory measures for violation by 
the Canadians of the comity of nations. 
i\Ir. Bayard, it is asserted, has conceded 
to force a thing which who disputed both 
in the House and Senate. Tli(^ commis- 
sion would have to treat uiiou tho basis 
of this concession and would ])robably 
bring upon themselves severe public criti- 
eisni and possibly the direct censure of 
(Jcuigreas .•iiul political ruin. This makes a 
[losition on the commis?ii>n mi|iopular, 
and it is doubted whether Mr. l;,iy;ird will 
succeed in eiiniposiiig the coinniissiuu t,o 
his o'wn satiafactii)!!.

P. N. Co.'s new steel steamer tlie "Pre- 
mier," commanded by Cajit.

She presented a beautiful 
sight as she gracefully and swiftly clove 
the placid waters of the harbor, her inaats 
and rigging ablaze with Hags and bunt ing 
and her general appearance being hand- 
some.

Standing 
at either end of this siileiidiil saloon the 
sight is met by a chaste and rich 
assemblage of everything whii b goes to 
make a aea tri]) comfortable. Opening 
off from the saloon are forty-two 
staterooms wliicb are most elegantly 
fitted. Water is laid on in every one, 
electric bells are at hand, and the electric 
light ia in each room. Tho matreaaes are 
of wuvuii wire, being very comfortable 
and eaay. The staterooms are n< it in the 
least crowded, amjile room being provid- 
ed. Vi'iililation too, is a matter which 
has received attention, and these atate- 
rooma will be found to be perfect in every 
respect. Several of the atateroonia are 
fitted with double beds, being intended 
for tho use of bridal or family partiea. 
Tlieao staterooms, together with thoao otf 
the ladies cabin, will give a sleeping au- 
coinmodatioii to '.Hi tir.st-chiss pa:jsengers. 
Forward of the saloon is the sinokinu 
ro(jni, which is nicely linislieil in birds- 
eye niaplo and walnut. It, too, is jiro- 
vided with electric bells and lights, tables, 
chairs and seats, an4 is most neat in its 
appointmonts.
